;frhe state 'Infirmary Is a little city 
by Itself, for there are no less than 
a dozen large buildings on the grounds 
covering a radius of nearly SOO ncres. 
At the present time there are 219S 
patients hi the hospital as against 
21GG on the same date last year. On 
an average there are always, between 
-200 
and 2300 palfonts In the institu- 


tion withal^ 'counting U» the 'attend- 
in p physicians, nurses and other of- 
ficials. 


In order to lodge the inmates and 


the officials in a. comfortable manner, 
noine time ngo the- superintendent of 
the hospital - petitioned the legislature 
for improvements around the place, 
such as additions to buildings and 
thf erection of new buildings, and the 
same ivas granted, and already con- 
siderable alterations have been made. 
To start with a beautiful stone gate 
was erected at the entrance to the in- 
&Utiitioti, opposite, the administration 
building.' This consists of two sma.ll 
.ind two large pillara of stone, richly 
ornamented and surmounted with a ce- 
ment cap and an electric light. Lar.go 
Iron gates will be hung up very soon 
antJlw!th this new construction the en-
